bold and are receiving increasing | 
attention from local authorities in j 
those states, according to reports J 
reaching here today. 
“ Highjacking" 
activities, 
which j 
have been 
reported 
almost 
daily 
throughout 
the 
harvest 
season. J 
reached a climax Wednesday night 
when two robbers attempted to hold 
up a party of former soldiers and 
harvest hands aboard a train run I 
Ding between 
Kechi 
and 
Furley, 
Kansas. 
W ith the number of complaints 
from the victims of the robber? 
growing, officials of several small 
Kansas towns were repoted to be 
investigating mysterious murders in 
their localities on the theory that 
the 
highjackers 
may 
have 
com­ 
mitted them. 
Special efforts are being made in 
all of the wheat belt towns to as­ 
certain whether the highjackers op­ 
erations are the work of an or­ 
ganised gang or whether the men 
are individual criminals who hav« 
left the city for the harvest fields, 
knowing that the workers there are 
mostly transients and that the ma­ 
jority of them will carry money.

operate 
in 
pairs. 
They go among groups of 
harvest 
hands 
posing 
as

American Officials Make

W hether the United States will 
demand that all these Americans 
be sent out of Russia, or that only 
the six or seven persons imprisoned 
he liberated, is not known. 
It is 
certain that at least IOO claiming 
to he Americans are in Russia and 
are seeking to leave the country. 


France Offers Help

PARIS, Aug. 6.— France, accord­ 
ing to the Petit Parisienne today. 
recently asked the American gov­ 
ernment lf it intended to administer 
the proposed relief measures for 
soviet Russia, and offered her own 
participation with the United States 
in a ration provisioning movement 
that might he under advisement.

GEORGES WASN’T 
ONLY FRENCHMAN 
TO LOSE LAUREL

PARIS, Aug. 6.— C arpenter was 
not the first Frenchman to have the 
honor of competing and of being 
defeated in a world's boxing cham­ 
pionship match, French statisticians 
have discovered since the knockout 
administered to Georges by Demp­ 
sey. 
On July 28, 1761, a Frenchman 
named Petit, weighing 260 pounds 
and standing six feet four met Jack 
Slack of England, then the undis­ 
puted champion of the world. The 
purse was $500. 
Petit, a combination of wrestler 
and boxer, jumped in the center 
of the grass ring as soon as the 
word “go" was given and seizing 
Slack by the throat with his left 
hand, began placing his right with 
great force upon various parts of 
Slack's anatomy. History does not 
record 
why 
the

the time did not immediately dis­ 
qualify the Frenchman hut goes on

"Slack 
swung 
a 
mighty right into Petit, much be­ 
low the belt and that the French­ 
man went down writhing In pain. 
When he could summon enough 
strength to regain his feet, he im­ 
mediately used one of them to send 
a well directed kick into Slack’s 
shin. The Briton then swung right 
and left to the chin and the French­ 
man was out cold. 
"They were giants in those days 
and did not use eight ounce gloves" 
concludes the historian.

5.— An 
im­ 
provement in the maintenance of 
the eight Indian boarding schools 
of Oklahoma has been announced 
as the object of Victor M. Locke, 
Pr., commissioner of the Five Civil­ 
ized tribes. 
It is reasonably certain, he said 
today, that the Indian female acad­ 
emy at Tuskahoma will reopen this 
fall, after a year of idleness be­ 
cause of lack of funds. 
At Cherokee Training school at 
Tahlequah. Okla.. 250 students have 
declared intentions of attending the 
coming fall session, in comparison 
to the 150 who attended last year. 
This increase in student body has 
made possible, it was explained, by 
the erection of a dormitory costing 
$55,200. 
An assembly room cost­ 
ing $24,743 has also been erected. 
The students of the school erected 
a barn, and re m o v e d the school 
laundry during the last term. 
At Bloomfield a dormitory and an 
academy dining room costing $70,- 
000 
has 
been 
constructed, 
and 
$6,000 has been used in building 
a barn. 
A new schooL is to be 
established at Euchee, and at Jones 
a 
new 
school 
building, 
laundry 
building, and assembly hall have 
been built. 
In 2.306 public schools of Okla­ 
homa, in forty counties there are 
25,505 Indians of school age, ac­ 
cording to information received by 
the superintendent from the state 
school board. The table shows 7,141 
Indians in the restricted class. 
Superintendent Locke stated that 
there is a growing sentiment among 
the full blood Indians for exclusive 
Indian schools.

OKLAHOMA CITY. 
Aug. 
6.— 
Traffic experts from a number of 
cities in the state were prepared 
today to introduce evidence as in­ 
tervening witnesses in the Okla­ 
homa railroad rate hearing being 
held here before Ernest I. Lewis* 
member of the interstate commerce 
commission. Following their testi­ 
mony the state corporation commis­ 
sion is expected to in tro d u ce ex­ 
hibits late today. The hearing will 
probably close with the entering of 
testimony. 
The reduction in rates ordered 
in April by the corporation com­ 
mission has entailed a loss of $6,- 
000,000 in the railroad report of 
the carriers, testimony late yester­ 
day showed. It was also testified 
that 
shippers 
are 
avoiding 
pay­ 
ment in interstate rates by break- 
ng the shipments within the state 
n order to get the benefit of the 
ow rates in Oklahoma. 
Comparison of freight rates in 
Oklahoma with those in m$joining 
states were made in the testimony 
of railroad witnesses in case, seek­ 
ing to show that there is an nnfkir 
discrimination in allowing Oklaho­ 
ma to retain the 35 percent reduc­ 
tion. 
B. T. Stanage, assistant freight 
traffic manager of the Frisco, stat­ 
ed that conditions 
in 
Oklahoma 
were much the same as those exist­ 
ing in Kansas and Missouri, but 
shippers in this state received a 
rate 
3$ 
percent lower 
than the 
8hlifoerB in those 
states. 
Hence, 
freight was being broken in traffic 
across Oklahoma, be stated, tn or­ 
der to obtain the lower Oklahoma 
rate. This was not the intention 
of the interstate commerce com­ 
mission 
In establishing an Inter­ 
state rate and defeated the purpose 
of the act he contended.

CHICAGO, 
Aug. 
8.—America’s 
policy toward Japan is one of unfair 
and un-Christiau discrimination, the 
Rev. Dr. Frank Herron Smith, a 
Methodist missionary in Japan for 
16 years, declared here today as 
he left to return to the Orient. 
"Just so long as we persist in 
our attitude, just that long will 
there be a dark cloud of possible 
trouble 
hanging 
in 
the Oriental 
sky," he added. 
"The challenge of Japan is not 
a challenge to fight. I was sent to 
America by our mission aud by 
the Japan Methodist church to tell 
you that Japan does not want war 
but a square deal." 
Dr. Smith suggested that the so­ 
lution of the question might lie "in 
the decisive limitation of all im­ 
migration and in requiring all who 
come to the United States to be­ 
come truly naturalized, honest-to- 
goodness American citizens," Japa­ 
nese are now forbidden naturaliza­ 
tion. 
The missionary intimated that he 
endorsed Japanese 
expansion 
in 
Manchuria and Siberia, a movement 
which 
has 
disturbed 
American 
thought. "Is it not right," he nak­ 
ed, "that Japan should find outlet 
for her surplus population in the 
vast open spaces of Manchuria and 
Siberia? W hat has Russia with her 
penal colonies and her Bolshevik! 
ever done for Siberia any way and 
by what right does she hold it?" 
The final remedy for all fric­ 
tion, Dr. Smith said, will be in 
Christianizing Japan. He said the 
way for missionary effort was es­ 
pecially clear there. "No mission 
field treats missionaries as well as 
Japan treats us," he said, “and 
no people love their missionaries as 
the Japanese love us. 
"The anti-American feeling does 
not seriously interfere because the 
leaders of the Christian movement 
today are Japanese, and because the 
Japanese know that the American 
missionaries know them best and 
are thus their best advocates."
